Participating Iowa Community Foundations
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The state of Iowa is unique in that it has two legislated programs focused on increasing philanthropic activity 

to enhance the quality of life for Iowans. Both programs, the Endow Iowa Tax Credit Program and the County 

Endowment Fund Program, are implemented through local community foundations. 

Created in 2004, the County Endowment Fund (HF 2302) program is funded by a percentage of the state’s 

commercial gaming tax revenue. Initially, the amount was one half of one percent (0.5%) of the gaming tax 

revenue; this was increased to eight-tenths of one percent (0.8%) in 2006. These funds are distributed annually 

to participating community foundations and affiliate community foundations associated with counties without  

a state-issued gaming license.  

What Is a Community Foundation?
Community foundations are tax-exempt, nonprofit organizations established to 
meet the current and future needs of local communities. They are trusted and 
valuable resources for individuals, families, businesses, nonprofit organizations, 
and professional advisors working to build local philanthropy, with a focus on 
creating endowments for the long-term benefit of charitable projects and programs. 
Community foundations provide grant support for a broad range of community needs 
such as arts and culture, health, human services, and historic preservation. Because 
a community foundation carries the status of a publicly supported nonprofit, it also 
grows assets through contributions from many donors. A community foundation 
often has numerous funds as part of its total assets. Scholarship funds, agency 
endowment funds and donor-advised funds all allow donors to make a charitable 
impact in the area of interest to them. Collectively, nearly 1,500 Iowans volunteer 
their time and energy in the community foundation movement in Iowa. 

An affiliate community foundation is a component of a community foundation that is, 
by the most simple definition, a fund or collective of funds that is advised by a group 
of leaders in a specific geographic area. For example, there may be eight community 
leaders in XYZ County who advise grants from a charitable fund and rely on a “host” 
community foundation to be responsible for all of the administrative requirements of 
those charitable funds. Most commonly in Iowa, community foundations that have 
affiliate funds approach the administration of those funds similar to administering 
an entire community foundation, but as a component of the larger, host community 
foundation. These funds are then monitored in some way by a local collective of 
people from the geographic area being served. (For more information about Endow 
Iowa and a timeline of key dates in the history of both programs,  
visit www.iowacommunityfoundations.org.)

How the County Endowment Funds Are Used
The County Endowment Fund Program stipulates that the countywide community 
foundations that participate in the program distribute 75% of the allocated funds 
to charitable projects/programs within their counties.  The remaining 25% is  
used to build the unrestricted endowment fund for that county to provide future 
grant support. 

Community foundation grantmaking is done at the local level.  Each county develops 
its grant distribution processes and involves local citizens to review and allocate 
funding to charitable projects/programs that impact a broad range of a community’s 
well-being. Because of this local involvement, grant awards vary from year to year, 

based on current and emerging needs.  Each of the 85 counties that participated 
in this program submitted reports to the Iowa Council of Foundations and the Iowa 
Economic Development Authority.  These reports outline the grant award recipients 
and provide additional information about the community foundations; the results are 
outlined on pages 8 – 50. 

In their reports, the counties outlined grant award recipients using a common listing 
to categorize each grant as either program- or capital-based, with a particular focus 
on one of seven categories. The chart below serves as a key for the grants outlined 
in each of the county reports.

 
Grant Categorization
Program-based:  operational, activity, general programmatic support

Capital-based:  the building of or physical improvement of something 

 

Focus Area
Arts/Culture/Humanities:  museums, historic preservation, exhibits, etc.

Education:  schools – all ages, adult learning programs, etc.

Environment/Animals:  environmental protection, beautification,  

animal-related issues

Health:  general, rehabilitative, mental, etc.

Human Services:  public protection/safety, recreation, youth development,  

social support, general human services

Community/Public/Society Benefit:  community improvement/development,  

philanthropy/volunteerism, capacity building, civil rights, etc.

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Statewide Statistics on the Program

The eighth year of the County Endowment Fund Program resulted in over 2,144 grant awards totaling $8,279,041 

throughout Iowa. These awards were made after careful review of applicants in each of the 85 counties. Collectively,  

the program generated nearly 2,971 grant applications seeking funding of $17,655,961 for a wide range of needs.*

In analyzing the reports, the counties identified 43% of total grants were to  
capital-based initiatives and 57% were focused on program aspects of projects.
